general -are academic in nature arid are with leaders in' the' inter-racial 
field i ,; He said that he considers JOHNSON'S associates to be loyal, and 
patriotic citizens, adding that .JOHNSON as well • as he -undoubtedly knew 
individuals who were not in this category.. 'He. said that in the field, of* 
race relations it was impossible not -to know some individuals who might ; 
be considered hot to be loyhl and patriotic. citizens. However ,,headded 
that these individuals certainly were not; associates of either JOHNSON or 
himself, but were people that they met .in t)ie course of their’- studies on

He concluded by stating^ that JOHNSON has been used 
extensively by the Government as a Negro, representative on various 
assignments, and he said that 'he; would recommend JOHNSON for any position 
of trust involving loyalty, and, integrity. He said that he might hot 
recommend JOHNSON for certain positions. if a question of his- abilities 
arose because he feels that JOHNSON has been over-emphasized as a great 
scholar and sociologist.
